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Reduced  e:rport  demand  for  fruits  In  prospect  for  the  coming  months 


probably  will  make  fresh  fruit  supplies  for  United  States  markets  as  large  in 
the  first  half  of  1940  as  they  were  in  the  first  half  of  1939.     Consumer  pur- 
chasing power,  however,  may  be  somewhat  improved  over  that  of  the  preceding 
season. 

Although  January  1  total  stocks  of  apples  are  indicated  to  be  slightly 
smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  exports  of  apples  in  the  first  half  of  1940  are 
expected  to  be  reduced  materially,  and  the  quantity  of  apples  made  available 
for  the  domestic  market  in  the  first  half  of  1940  probably  will  be  at  least 
one-fifth  larger  than  that  made  available  in  the  first  half  of  1939.  Because 
of  this  situation  the  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  is  continuing 
to  purchase  apples  for  relief  distribution. 

Pear  stocks  as  of  January  1  are  indicated  to  be  someivhat  smaller  than 
those  of  a  year  earlier,  hut  the  expected  declire  in  exports  from  a  year 
earlier  probably  will  result  in  domestic  marketings  during  the  next  6  months 
almost  as  large  as  those  of  the  first  half  of  1939.     Market  prices  of  pears 
rose  sharply  between  December  and  March  last  season. 

Early  strawberry  production  in  Florida  is  indicated  to  be  sharply  re- 
duced from  a  year  earlier,  and  market  prices  in  recent  weeks  averaged  somewhat 
above  those  of  early  January  1939. 

Prospects  for  citrus  crops  changed  little  during  December,  and  market- 
ings have  been  moving  at  about  a  normal  .rate.    Karkct  prices  in  recent-' weeks 
have  fluctuated  around  the  levels  established  in  early  December. 
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APPLES 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  on  January  1  totaled  26,2  million  bush- 
els as  compared  with  51,0  million  bushels  on  December  1  and  26,6  million  on 
January  1,  3.939.    The  out -of -storage  movement  during  December  totaled  about 
4,8  million  bushels,  or  somewhat  more  than  the  4,5  million  bushels  moved  out 
in  December  1938  and  also  more  than  the  recent  5-year  average  for  December  of 
4,2  million  bushels , 

The  increased  out-of-storage  movement  in  December  1939  is  noteworthy, 
since  exports  during  the  month  were  reduced  sharply  as  compared  with  the  1,7 
million  bushels  exported  in  December  1938,     It  indicates  that  the  quantity  of 
apples  marketed  in  domestic  markets  was  increased  materially  over  December 
1958,     Part  of  this  increased  volume  may  be  attributed  to  the  purchases  of  ap- 
proximately 867,000  bushels  for  relief  distribution  in  December  1939  by  the 
Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation,  part  to  increased  purchasing  power  of 
consumers,  and  part  to  lower  prices  prevailing  in  the  present  season. 

Since  exports  of  1939  crop  apples  after  January  1,  1940  are  not  likely 
to  total  more  than  a  fifth  of  the  5,9  million  bushels  exported  from  the  1938 
crop  after  January  1,  1939,  the  supply  of  apoles  remaining  to  be  sold  in  the 
domestic  market  as  of  Jonuary  1,  1940  apparently  is  about  4,5  million  bushels 
larger  than  the  20,5  million  bushels  sold  in  the  domestic  market  in  the  first 
half  of  1939,     Because  of  this  situation  the  purchases  for  relief  are  being 
continued. 

Consumer  purchasing  power  increased  sharply  along  with  expanding  indus- 
trial activity  during  the  fall  months  of  1939,  and  although  there  is  likely  to 
be  some  slackening  during  the  first  quarter  of  1940  consumer  purchasing  power 
probably  will  continue  at  a  relatively  high  level  during  the  next  several 
months.    Usually  changes  in  industrial  activity  lead  changes  in  consumer  pur- 
chasing power.     It  is  orobablo,  therefore,  that  the  demand  for  apples  will 
continue  fairly  strong  during  the  remainder  of  the  1939  crop  marketing  season, 

i'arket  prices  of  apples  have  advanced  slightly  in  recent  weeks,  reflect- 
ing increased  consumer  purchasing  power  and  to  some  extent  a  seasonal  decline 
in  supplies  marketed.    The  purchases  made  by  the  Federal  Surplus  Commodities 
Corporation  also  have  improved  the  market  situation  materially, 

PEARS 

Stocks  of  pears  totaled  1,190,000  boxes  and  baskets  on  January  1  com- 
pared with  1,808,000  on  December  1,  1939  and  1,404,000  on  January  1,  1939,  It 
is  indicated  that  the  out-of-storage  movement  totaled  618,000  boxes  and  baskets 
in  December  1939  compared  with  900,000  in  December  1938  and  592,000  the  recent 
5-year  average  for  December,    Since  the  export  movement  in  December  1939  prob- 
ably was  small  relative  to  the  569,000  bushels  (619,000  boxes)  exported  in 
December  1938,  the  movement  of  pears  into  the  domestic  market  in  December  1939 
was  considerably  greater  than  the  281,000  boxes  so  moved  in  the  corresponding 
period  a  year  earlier. 

Approximately  214,000  boxes  of  1938  crop  pears  were  exported  after 
January  1,  1959.    This  indicat.ee  that  1,190,000  boxes  were  marketed  in  the 
domestic  market  during  the  first-:half  of  1939,    Hence,  it  appears  that  if  there 
were  no  exports  at  all  of  1939  erop'.  pears  after  January  1,  1940  the  quantity 
available  for  the  domestic  market  would  no  more  than  equal  the  1,190,000  boxes 
marketed  in  the  first  half  of  1939,     It  is  probable,  however,  that  there  will 
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be  some  exports  and  that  the  total  available  for  the  United  States  will  be 
slightly  less  than  in  early  1939. 

Market  prices  of  pears  have  advanced  slightly  in  recent  weeks  but  in 
mid-January  averaged  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.     It  is  indicated  that 
domestic  demand  has  improved  somewhat  over  a  year  earlier.    Last  season  the 
monthly  average  of  market  prices  advanced  50  cents  per  box  between  December 
and  March..  : 

;       ■•         i.      ■  -       :  STRAWBERRIES        .  ■ 

The  production  of  strawberries  i?i  Florida,  the  earliest  shipping  State, 
is  indicated  to  total  .540,000  crates  this  .season  compared  with  765,000  crates 
produced  in  this  area  last  season  and  with  589,000  crates  the  recent  10-year 
average  production.    Although  yields  are  indicated  to  be  slightly  below  those 
of  last  season,  most  of  the  reduction  in  production  this  season  is  due  to  a 
20-po.rcent  decrease  in  acreage  available  for  harvest.    Only  a  few  shipments 
have  been  made  to  date  from  the  1940  crop,  and -market  prices  in  mid-January 
averaged  about  one-third  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

The  acreage  intended  for  harvest  in  1940  in  the  other  early  States 
(Alabama,  Louisiana,  Missinsitai,  and  Texas )  is  indicated  to  total  25,850 
acres,  or  the  same  as  that  of  a  year  earlier.     Condition  of  the  crop  as  of 
January  1  is  indicated  to  be  somewhat  higher  then  that  of  a  year  earlier  in 
Alabama  and  Louisiana  but  about  the  same  in  Mississippi  and  Texas. 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  frozen  -strawberries  en  January  1  totaled  37.3 
million  pounds  as  compared  with  40.5  million  pounds  on  December  1,  1939  and 
35.9  million  pounds  on  January  1,  1959, 

CITRUS  FRUITS 

Winter  citrus  supplies  are  indicated  to  be  slightly  smaller  than  the- 
record  large  supplies  available  last  season  but  considerably  above  the  recent 
10-ycar  average,    A  record  large  Florida  orange  crop  of  35,9  million  boxes  is 
indicated,  but  the  California  navel  crop  is  below  that  of  last  year  by  14  per- 
cent.   The  total  winter  !  orange  crop  of  54.9  million  boxes  is  about  1  percent 
smaller  than  that  of  the  bloom  of  1938  but  60  percent  above  the  recent  10-year 
average.    Production  of  . California  Valencia  oranges,   shipments  of  which  usual- 
ly begin  in  April  or  May,  is  indicated  to  total  23.7  million  boxes,  or  about  2 
percent  more  than  was  produced  in  the' previous ' season*  • 

There  was  no  change  in  the  production  estimates  of  grapefruit  and  lemons 
between  December  1  and  January  1.    The  grapefruit  crop-  Is  about  16  percent 
smaller  than -a. year  earlier,  and  lemon  production  is  indicated  to  be  6  percent 
smaller.    Production  of  both  is  well  above  the  recent  lOryear  average. 

Marketings,  of  the  citrus  crops  have  been  moving  at  about  a  normal  rate 
for  the  size  of  the  crop,  and  market  prices  In  recent  weeks  have  fluctuated 
around  the  general  level  reached  in  early  December.     California  navel  orange 
prices  have  averaged  somewhat  below  those  of  a  year  earlier-'  whereas  Florida 
grapefruit,  and  California  lemon  prices  have  been  slightly  higher.    Prices  of 
Florida  oranges  and  Texas  grapefruit  have  been  averaging  about  the  same  as  a 
year  earlier. 

Differences  in  quality  and  size  of  fruit  available  this  season  as  com- 
pared with  last  season  have  been  important  factors  in  the  price  situation  this 
winter.    Export  volume  to  date  has  been  smaller  this  season  than  last.
